Seriously, the current crop of 
graduates probably have IO years 
or so before the world’s problems 
become their problems. And I don’t 
envy them if the current generation 
does not come to grips with the 
problems facing us today. 
We can not put off much longer 
the need to recognize that we have 
a serious energy problem. We just 
do not have many years left that we 
can continue to ignore this problem 
and pretend that it does not exist. 
Inflation is another problem that 
the current generation must come 
to grips with or else the coming 
generations will find their whole 
life styles disrupted. 
Another problem that needs to be 
solved now before it gets com­ 
pletely out of hand is the problem of 
too much government control over 
every thing we do. Bureaucracy 
seems to get bigger and bigger 
every year and no one seems to do 
anything about it but complain. All 
of it is done in the name of progress 
and our well being, but very little of 
it really has brought us any 
progress and has done nothing to 
help our well being. 
We have the federal government 
dictating to the states and the 
states dictating to the local 
governments — city, school and 
county — and it all comes down to 
us—paying the bills and putting up 
with the pointless regulations.
